Japan Reports 
Patrol Boat 
Strafed by Plane 


TOKYO IP—An unidentified war­ 
plane strafed a Japanese patrol 
boat today near Nationalist China’s 
besieged Tachen Island where two 
Japanese fishing vessels were sunk 
Sunday. 


The plane fired about 50 shots 
at the No 
16 Taiyo Maru about 
40 miles northeast of the National­ 
ist outpost island which has been 
bombed by 
Communist Chinese 
planes. 


Japanese Maritime Safety Board 
officials said the shots missed the 
vessel. 


Earlier today the Japanese Fish­ 
ermen's Assn 
in Moji, Kyushu, 
warned Japanese fishing boats to 
stay away 
from Tachen Island 
waters as a result of the sinking 
of the two boats with a loss of 
three lives. 
The association was inclined to 
believe Nationalist Chinese war­ 
ships mistook the Japanese boats 
for Red Chinese craft. 
Survivors of the sunken boats 
said two “ coast defense” type war­ 
ships without lights shelled them 
without warning 
They said both boats, the No. 31 
and No 32 Yamada Maru of Naga­ 
saki, had Rising Son flags painted 
on their bows but it was believed 
these were not seen because the 
warships did not use their search­ 
lights. 
In Taipei, a spokesman for the 
Nationalist Foreign Office said his 
government was investigating the 
incident to determine if the Na­ 
tionalist navy was responsible for 
the sinkings 
Authoritative sources 
admitted 
that it was “ possible” that the Na 
tionalist navy "quite unintention­ 
ally” mistook a Japanese fishing 
fleet for Communist Chinese sea 
raiders.
